PRESIDENT MAKES PLEA 
FOR BETTER GOVERNMENT 


Last Straggling Hosts of G. A. IL Hear Coolidge Me­ 
morial Message at Arlington Cemetery—Arrigns 
Federal System Defects. 


Washington, May 30.—From the well of the great memorial 
amphitheatre at Arlington National cemetery, President Coolidge 
today sounded a stirring appeal to the nation to observe and en­ 
force the law. 
Coupled with his plea, the president bluntly charged the 
states with evading their constitutionally-given 
r e sponsibility 
and causing a loss of confidence in both law and its enforce­ 
ment and therefore in its obserVance. 
“What we need,” he declared, “is not more federal govern­ 
ment, but better local government 
"When the local government unit 
evades its re sp o n sib ly in one direc­ 
tion,” ho said apropos of lax enforce­ 
ment conditions in many localities, “it 
is started in the vicious way of dis­ 
regard of law and laxty of living. The 
police force which Is administered on 
tho assumption that the violation of 
some laws may be Ignored has started 
toward demoralization. Tho commun­ 
ity which approves such adm inistra­ 
tion is making dangerous concessions. 
There is no use disguising the fact 
that as a nation our attitude toward

FORTUNE IN FLOWERS DECKS GRAVES 


America’s dead will sleep this 
Memorial Day beneath the richest 
tribute this nation ever has offer­ 
ed to a sentiment—50,000,000 in­ 
dividual 
blossoms, 
representing 
virtually every variety of flower, 
The fortune thus scattered up­ 
on the nation’s graves, it is esti­ 
mated, will total $5,OOO,OOO. 
These figures were obtained in 
a national survey just completed 
by the National Memorial Day As­ 
sociation, through its research de­ 
partment 
This survey disclosed that a 
greater number of blossoms per 
capita were distributed*4ast year 


over the graves in Eastern cities 
than in the West. As an example, 
the investigators reported, in one 
representative Atlahtic Coast city, 
10,000 wreaths were distributed 
through the cemeteries, a total 
far exceeding that attained by any 
W estern community.

Washington, May 30.—Traffic courts

ginning to heed the cry of street safe- 


j ty advocates by sending careless and 
drunken automobile drivers to jail, ac­ 
cording to reports received by Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Hoover, chairman 
of th e National oCnference on Street 
and Highway Safety. 
Until the attention of the public was 
focused on the heavy loss of life re­ 
sulting from traffic accidents there 
was a tendency toward leniency on 
the pail of the courts for offenders, 
officials of the conference said. 
The drive for more drastic enforce­ 
ment of the statutes and for the adop­ 
tion 
of 
more 
effective 
legislation 
against violators of traffic laws has 
bee^ reflected in a considerably reduc­ 
ed death rate during the first four 
months of 1925, 
Last year from 19,000 to 20,000 per­ 
sons were killed in traffic accidents. 
Schools, churches, civic and com­ 
mercial bodies throughout the United 
States are co-operating with Secre- j 
tary Hoover’s safety organization to 
make the streets and highways safer, j

Prior to December, when the na-. 
tlonal conference meets in Washing-! 
ton, a number of itsVsubordlnate com-! 
mittees will hold meetings to formu­ 
late recommendations aimed at im­ 
proving traffic conditions. 
Chief M agistrate William McAdoo,5 
of New York, heads the law enforce­ 
ment committee. He has made a wide 
study of traffic conditions 
in 
New 
York, probably the most trying from 
the standpoint of regulation of any 
city in the world. Ideas to regulation 
successfully employed In New York 
will be passed on for the benefit of 
other cities. 
Washington, according to Secretary, 
Hoover, has been converted into a gi-j 
gantio traffic laboratory, where a new 
system Is being tried out, which, it is 
hoped, will be applicable to other cit­ 
ies of the United States.

LINING UP FOR TAX REDUCTION 
E 
VIDENTLY Secretary Mellon'* crusade in behalf of 
further income tax reduction is bearing results. 
The 
Secretary in his speeches has been conducting a campaign 
of education. On two recent occasions he has invaded the 
South. 
He makes the same argument everywhere. 
High 
surtaxes send capital into the retirement of non-taxable se­ 
curities and the Government is deprived of revenue that 
otherwise would swell its receipts- There is not the shadow 
of doubt of this. The proof is overwhelming. 
Mr. Mellon is on the right track. He insist* that this 
question of tax reduction and tax reform is nonpartisan. 
He recalls to his hearers that Senator Glass, Democrat, took 
the same view on surtaxes when Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Wilson. To make it certain that he cannot 
be accused of drafting a bill for the coming session of Con­ 
gress to consider, Mr. Mellon intends to give advice only, 
leaving to the respective committees of the House and 
Senate the task of formulating a measure. 
Republican leaders are very generally agreed that the 
•urtaxes must come down and that reductions must be ap­ 
plied to other schedules. The chairmen of the House Way* 
and Means and Appropriations Committees are 
not 
far 
apart. Speaker Lonkworth looks for a revised law. Repre­ 
sentative Bacharach of New Jersey, a member of Ways and 
Means, is of the sensible opinion that all surtaxes should be 
abolished in the interest of simpler administration and that 
progressive normal taxes would bring in the amount from 
surtaxes, but his suggestion has not been taken up serious­ 
ly. 
Last week Senator Colleens, who has long been the 
enemy of Secretary Mellon, announced in a speech at Balti­ 
more that he favored cutting surtaxes to a 20 per cent max­ 
imum and abolishing taxes on all incomes of less than $5000. 
Senator Willis’ slogan is “A million a day of tax away.” 
Secretary Mellon’s appeal 
for 
non-partisan 
action 
creates the opportunity for Democratic co-operation. 
Sen­ 
ator Glass of Virginia and Senator Bruce of Maryland, both 
Democrates, practically support the Secretary. It is quite 
possible that Democratic policy will tend toward a more 
severe cutting than is wise and to this extent many em­ 
brace politic?. Bnf in any event, if the Democratic leaders 
hope to resuscitate their party, they must sever relations 
with La Follette bloc and go in for constructive legislation*

LINING UP FOR TAX REDUCTION 
E 
VIDENTLY Secretary Mellon’s crusade in behalf of 
further income tax reduction is bearing results. 
The 
Secretary in his speeches has been conducting a campaign 
of education. On two recent occasions he has invaded the 
South. 
He makes the same argument everywhere. 
High 
surtaxes send capital into the retirement of non-taxable se­ 
curities and the Government is deprived of revenue that 
otherwise would swell its Receipts. There is not the shadow 
of doubt of this. The proof is overwhelming. 
Mr. Mellon is on the right track. 
He insists that this 
question of tax reduction and tax reform is nonpartisan. 
He recalls to his hearers that Senator Glass, Democrat, took 
the same view on surtaxes when Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Wilson. To make it certain that he cannot 
he accused of drafting a bill for the coming session of Con­ 
gress to consider, Mr. Mellon intends to give advice only, 
leaving to the respective committees of the House and 
Senate the task of formulating a measure. 
Republican leaders are very generally agreed that the 
surtaxes must came down and that reductions must be ap­ 
plied to other schedules- The chairmen of the House Way* 
and Means and Appropriations Committees are 
not 
far 
apart. Speaker Lonkworth looks for a revised law. Repre­ 
sentative Bacharach of New Jersey, a member of W ays and 
Means, is of the sensible opinion that all surtaxes should be 
abolished in the interest of simpler administration and that 
progressive normal taxes would bring in the amount from 
surtaxes, but his suggestion has not been taken up serious­ 
ly. 
Last week Senator Colleens, who has long been the 
enemy of Secretary Mellon, announced in a speech at Balti­ 
more that he favored cutting surtaxes to a 20 per cent max­ 
imum and abolishing taxes on all incomes of less than $5000. 
Senator W illis’ slogan is “A million a day of tax away.’* 
Secretary Mellon’s appeal 
for 
non-partisan 
action 
creates the opportunity for Democratic co-operation. 
Sen­ 
ator Glass of Virginia and Senator Bruce of Maryland, both 
Democrates, practically support the Secretary. 
It is quite 
possible that Democratic policy will tend toward a more 
severe cutting than is wise and to this extent many em­ 
brace politics. 
But in any event, if the Democratic leaders 
hope to resuscitate their party, they must sever relations 
with La Follette bloc and go in for constructive legislation*

place top wire up but do not, press 
down side w ire: stand the jars, in 
this way ,on a folded cloth or rack 
in the bottom of your w ash boiler, 
in boiling w ater which rises a little 
above ja r tops, and let the w ater boll 
around them for one hour. Now re ­ 
move jars from boiler,

wires down, and let stand in ordinary 
room tem perature overnight. In the 
m orning once more bring the same 
am ount of w ater in the canner to 
the boiling point, lift side w ires on 
jars, and once m ore stand the jars 
in it for another hour, after which 
again remove, press down side wires 
and let rem ain overnight in room 
tem perature.

young, 
tender peas for canning. It the w ater 
in which you brought the vegetable 
to the boiling point, a t the beginning 
is not sufficient liquid to fill the jars 
after packing the peas or beans, you 
may use a little boiling w ated.

1hose forces to fight for him instead 
of against him. 
H ere is a safe rule: 
Never dive into the water when a 
cry for help goes up without first con­ 
sidering how you are going to get oui 
again. 
An ill-considered action is 
often more deserving of censure as 
foolhardiness than it is of praise as 
bravery. 
A foolhardy act may result 
in two deaths instead of one. 
Swimming is the last recourse in 
attempting lo rescue a drowning per­ 
son off shore in deep water. 
W hen­ 
ever possible use a b oat-in going to 
the rescue. 
This provides the means 
for a safe landing, for rescuer and 
rescued. 
USE B O A T OR L IF E B U O Y 
If no boat is available, then throw 
a life buoy: or, if the victim is too 
far to be reached by a throw, swim 
out with ihe buoy.

the line in shore to be pulled in in

A buoy can be safely handed to the 
drowning person without the danger 
of the rescuer begin grasped and 
pulled under.
